Between 8 a an* and 3 p.m., on 3 March 1954* 42 MiG-1 Je, 3 Yak-lls, and 

2 ti planes were observed at V.' loner Neusiadt (0 4 S/X 34) airfield* The 
land depression could not be observed * There was a 10/lG overcast at 
an altitude of about 1,0^0 meters, a southwesterly wind of about 8 km/h, 
and until about 10 a *m» 9 a visibility range of only 300 meters because * 
of haze* After 10 a*m 0 » the fog rose to an altitude of about 200 asters. 

There was light rain after 12: 15 p.au Between 10s 34 a an. and 12 05 p<>mo, 

9 take-offs and landings were made by KiG~15s« The aircraft took off 
individually end in elements of twos from north to south and also landed 
in the same direction * They disappeared in the fog at an altitude of 
about 200 meters* The last take-off was made at 12:10 p.i». No indications

I I vith a box-like superstructure, driven by a soldier wearing black- 

bordered blue epaulets, roved to the airfield* 

The Artlllerie Xaserne in Wiener Neustadt military post was guarded by a sentry 
wearing black-bordered blue eptulet s. Five trucks , 3 j eeps, and 2 s edans were
